DIET AND HEALTH 
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Why Do Some People Stutter? 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


IT is difficult for the person who 
speaks easily and smoothly ev en 
to imagine the sufferings of the 
million and one-half men. women 
and children in the United States 
who are afflicted with stuttering. 
Speech is a normal human fac­ 
ulty and ordinarily , words, formed 
in the mind, flow freely and almost 
automatically from the lips. But 
when those who stutter attempt to 
speak, we see *v hat a complex 
process utterance is. There seem! 
to be a spasm in the v ocal cords, 
trouble in breathing, trembling of 
the tongue and lips together with 
v isible contractions of the muscles 
of the face, neck and shoulders. 
Sometimes during the attempt to 
speak, breath is drawn in instead 
of being blown out. 


Much to Learn 
We still hav e much to learn 
about the causes of stuttering. 
Many answers hav e been giv en but 
most of them remain mere theories 
without the actual proof needed to 
support them, as for instance, the 
belief, once held, that stuttering 
might be due to some shortcomin, 
in the organs of speech or to some 
injury to the brain. It was also 
he!d for a time that stuttering 
might dev elop as a result of 
changing a child from lefthand­ 
edness to right-handedness. 
It does Eeem ev ident, howev er, 
that stuttering is connected with 
some disturbance of the emotions. 
Sometimes stuttering may be 
brought on by an accident or a 
sev ere shock. Children who hav e 
been separated from their parents 
and are thus emotionally disturbed 


i may begin to stutter. If the home 
surroundings are filled with ex­ 
citement and emotional tension 
the children may dev elop stutter­ 
ing. 
Not a Bad Habit 
Stuttering is not just a bad 
habit which can be ov ercome by 
speech training and exercise. 
Rather, it is an indication of dis­ 
turbed emotion* which need ad­ 
justment. It is interesting that 
there are from three to eight times 
as much stuttering among men ss 
among women. J ust why this is so 
has not been found out. 
The fact that a person stutters 
is no sign that his intelligence is 
in any way abnormal. It would 
appear that stuttering runs in 
families. 
Often when children first begin 
to talk they may frequently repeat 
words or parts of words. They do 
this because they talk faster than 
they can produce the different 
sounds. This is not abnormal and 
is no cause for concern. 
In treating actual stuttering, 
building up the patient’s general 
health and av oiding phy sical and 
mental strain are important. Some 
actual speech training is also of 
v alue. It is helpful to teach the pa­ 
tient to relax all of the muscles 
of the body . Howev er, the most 
important part of the treatment 
is to correct the emotional insta­ 
bility . It may be necessary to 
change the patient’s env ironment, 
to find outlets for dev eloping the 
good points of his character and to 
change his social contacts. It is 
possible, with proper treatment, to 
cure stuttering completely .

IT is difficult for the person who 
speaks easily and smoothly even 
to imagine the sufferings of the 
million and one-half men. women 
and children in the United States 
who are afflicted with stuttering. 
Speech is a normal human fac­ 
ulty and ordinarily, words, formed 
in the mind, flow freely and almost 
automatically from the lips. But 
when those who stutter attempt to 
speak, we see what a complex 
process utterance is. There seem! 
to be a spasm in the vocal cords, 
trouble in breathing, trembling of 
the tongue and lips together with 
visible contractions of the muscles 
of the face, neck and shoulders. 
Sometimes during the attempt to 
speak, breath is drawn in instead 
of being blown out. 
Murh to Learn 
We still have much to learn 
about the causes of stuttering. 
Many answers have f-een given but 
most of them remain mere theories 
without the actual proof needed to 
support them, as for instance, the 
belief, once held, that stuttering 
might be due to some shortcomin, 
in the organs of speech or to some 
injury to the brain. It was also 
held for a time that stuttering 
might develop as a result of 
changing a child from left-hand­ 
edness to right-handedness. 
It does eeem evident, however, 
that stuttering is connected with 
some disturbance of the emotions. 
Sometimes stu tterin g may be 
brought on by an accident or a 
severe shock. Children who have 
been separated from their parents 
and are than emotionally disturbed 


I may begin to stutter. If the home 
surroundings are filled with ex­ 
citement and emotional tension 
the children may develop stutter­ 
ing. 
Not a Bad Habit 
Stuttering is not just a bad 
habit which can be overcome by 
speech training and exercise. 
Rather, it is an indication of dis­ 
turbed emotions which need ad­ 
justment. It is interesting that 
there are from three to eight times 
as much stuttering among men ss 
among women. Just why this is so 
has not been found out. 
The fact that a person stutters 
is no sign that his intelligence is 
in any way abnormal. It would 
appear that stuttering runs in 
families. 
Often when children first begin 
to talk they may frequently repeat 
words or parts of words. They do 
this because they talk faster than 
they can produce the different 
sounds. This is not abnormal and 
it no cause for concern. 
In treating actual stuttering, 
building up the patient's general 
health and avoiding physical and 
mental strain are important. Some 
actual speech training is also of 
value. It if helpful to teach the pa­ 
tient to relax all of the muscles 
of the body. However, the most 
important part of the treatment 
is to correct the emotional insta­ 
bility. It may be necessary to 
change the patient's environment, 
to find outlets for developing tho 
good points of his character and to 
charge his social contacts. It it 
possible, with proper treatment, to 
curt stuttering completely.

tom orrow on a boycott against all 
schools whleh fail to observe a code 
designed to abolish professional 
football team s from the campus. 
This m ay be utopia. W hatever it 
Is, this is the first organized, duly 
authorized move tow ard putting 
football back on an am ateur basis. 
A com m ittee of the association 
has drawn up five principles of a 
code for debate as follows; 
An am ateur is one who engages 
in sport for the physical, m ental 
or social benefits he derives there­ 
from. An athlete who takes pay 
for athletics does not meet this 
definition. 
The college Itself shall be re­ 
sponsible for the am ateur stand­ 
ing of its athletes. 
The college shall see to It th at 
the athlete m eets the scholastic 
requirem ents aa other student^ 
An athlete shall not be paid be­ 
cause of his athletic ability. 
• No mem ber of an athletic staff 
shall solicit attendance at his col 
lege off his own cam pus.

schools will confine their intercol­
